Continuation of the Siena 
Madre Quaiity of Life 

Dear Editor, 

The upcoming vote to continue the Utility Tax will 
be one of the most important issues to ever face us as 
Sierra Madreans. The Sierra Madre character and qual¬ 
ity of life, as we all know and love it, is at stake. With¬ 
out the $600,000 dollars of revenue generated by the 6% 
tax the City Council will be forced to reduce services and 
we will see a resulting degeneration of our village. 

The Utility Tax was required in July 1993 to offset 
the loss of $600,(X)0 in property tax taken by the State 
to balance the State Budget. The attitude of the State 
was one of telling local government to find a way to 
survive. The survival answer, after holding town hall 
type meetings with residents, was the enactment of the 
Utility Tax. The hope, of the City Council, was that the 
State would return the property tax money and the util¬ 
ity tax could be repealed or at least not re-enacted at the 
sunset date of July 1998. The State has not returned the 
portion of the property tax taken from cities and subse¬ 
quent court cases have required that our Utility Tax be 
put before the voters if it is to continue. The question 
before the residents of Sierra Madre is whether or not 
to continue the Utility Fee entitled Proposition FF. The 
election is Tuesday, November 5, 1996. 

The General Fund Budget of Sierra Madre is about 
$4,900,000. The City collects the trash fee for Western 
Waste and this $800,000 figure is shown as part of the 
general budget. When this is passed through to West¬ 
ern Waste the resulting general fund budget figure is 
about $4,100,000. There are restricted funds with sepa¬ 
rate revenue sources and which can only be spent in areas 
designated by the funding source, such as street repair, 
etc. The CRA is a separate fund with restricted spend¬ 
ing requirements. The general fund portion of the bud¬ 
get is the important discretionary element in maintain¬ 
ing the City of Sierra Madre, as we know it today, and 
thus will be the revenues directly effected by not con¬ 
tinuing the Utility Fee. The services provided from the 
General Fund include the Police and Fire Departments, 
Recreation and Parks, Library, Public Works and many 
capital improvement projects (sidewalk repair, tree trim¬ 
ming, etc.). The question before us is where do we take 
out $600,000 from the existing general fund budget? 
Does it come from deferred maintenance, parks, library, 
recreation or public works? The City Courtcil could find 
maybe $50,000 to $100,000 and from that point on the 
cuts would negatively effect the welfare of the city op¬ 
eration and the quality of life we all enjoy.

City Council at the time Proposition 13 passed. I was 
in favor of passage at that time and I still favor the mea¬ 
sure. The major difference between the Utility Fee and 
other taxes is that money from the Utility Fee stays in 
Sierra Madre. It does not go to Los Angeles, Sacra¬ 
mento, or Washington D.C. It will be used to directly 
influence the quality of life for all of us in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. The proposed tax has a upper limit of 6% and could 
never be raised above that point, without a vote of the 
residents, and will be reviewed on a yearly basis to de¬ 
termine what percentage is required to augment the op¬ 
eration of the City. Several measures, which would re¬ 
turn the property tax back to local governments, are 
before the citizens of the State and the State legislature. 
If and when they pass I am certain the Utility Tax will 
be reduced or eliminated as a funding source. The first 
and proper source of revenue should be the property tax 
and that needs to be returned to us to use for property 
related spending within the general budget. 

I urge you to vote for continuation of the Utility Fee. 
In the event this measure fails, I very much believe that 
we will all suffer a loss in our property values, due to 
the inability of the city to provide library and recreational 
services, maintain streets, trees, sidewalks, maintenance 
of parks, and defraying infrastructure maintenance. The 
lack of this revenue will have a serious effect on the op¬ 
eration of our city government. I am convinced the re¬ 
duction in property values could be much greater than 
any amount of utility fee paid by each of us. 

The City Council spends an average of $383 per resi¬ 
dent from the general fund to perform our various city 
services. Sierra Madre spends less general fund rev¬ 
enues, per person, than any surrounding city. Some of 
our neighboring municipalities spend as much as $525 
general fund dollars per resident. Your City Council is 
frugal with your tax dollars and will continue the same 
^ posture into the future. Please consider this ballot mea- 
' 'sure as one of the most important issues before you in 
^ the upcoming election. I cannot urge you enough to vote 
' in favor of continuing this revenue source. 

I pledge to you that my vote, in budget and spending 
, decisions, will be to use utility tax revenue as a last re- 
, sort to fund city operations. This philosophy, I am cer¬ 
tain, is shared by the other members of your City Coun-

Short-Fall or Wind-fall

iF* Th6' irifpo'rtiince of how an issue is framed can never ’ 
to understated since it often defines our perception of that 
issue. That is why I am having such trouble with the 
proposed utility tax measure FF. I don’t see it as the 
“overly simplified’’ financial means-to-an-end that oth¬ 
ers do. I view the issue as one defined by integrity and 
creditability. In 1993, the council enacted the current 
utility tax measure as a “temporary” solution with only 
a five year duration. Now council members are pro¬ 
claiming that the city could not sustain itself going for¬ 
ward without the passage of this measure which gives 
them the freedom to maintain the 6% taxation perma¬ 
nently with no spending controls or adjustments. To 
illustrate the possible future severity of the situation, they 
cite the reduction and elimination of such essential ser¬ 
vices as police, fire, library, and even our ambulance! 
Haven’t we heard this before? We were told that if Prop. 

13 passed all our services would be lost. We heard a 
revised version of the scenario just a couple of years ago 
when we learned of our own “Watergate” and that the 
RDA had illegally subsidized water revenues for years 
and that repayment from the general fund would cripple 
the city, yet again. Having survived one financial cri¬ 
ses after another, we are told there are more to come in 
the future. Could this rhetoric be a tactic intended to 
shock and scare us when an issue is otherwise short on 
facts or support? In looking at the quality and character

of our town during such “difficult periods” and compar¬ 
ing the outcome to the prognostication, I feel such state¬ 
ments and behavior should be reassessed not as hyper¬ 
bole but rather as an indication of a growing lack of in¬ 
tegrity and credibility in the process of issue-advocacy. 

In the final analysis. Sierra Madre remains a wonder¬ 
ful place not owing to the volume of its services but to 
those services that exist because they were prudently 
identified, evaluated and funded. Having more services 
and funding, for example, would move few of us to Los 
Angeles. A yes vote on Proposition FF would transform 
a reported short-fall into a wind-fall for a city council 
predisposed to act as do all other public sector entities 
and spend to its level of revenues, however great or little 
they may be.

Dear Editor, 

There are a number of seriously misinformed ideas 
being circulated by opponents of the Utility Tax. Basi¬ 
cally they all suggest that the City Council is scamming 
us, that the City budget has escalated wildly, and that 
there is no need for the additional revenue. In other 
words, that the Utility Tax will only add to the 
abuse. None of this is true. 

First, opponents have stated that the Utility Tax 
passed in 1993 was illegal, implying that the Council had 
acted illegally. Actually, the Council acted within the 
law as it stood at the time. It also did an excellent job of 
meeting with the public and gaining its support before 
acting. Two years later the courts decried that this type 
of tax must be voted on by the people in order to be le¬ 
gal. That’s all. This kind of thing happens. The vote 
on November 5th is only to maintain the legality of our

the mean time. 

Second, opponents claim things like that the City’s 
revenues have increased 200 percent every year since 
1994, or that the City’s budget jumped by $6 million in 
1994. One of these is a four page yellow document 
which claims that the financial crisis is a scam. To sup¬ 
port this, it has a graph which shows the City’s budget 
at approximately $4 million per year through 1993, and 
at about $10 million per year from then on. What it tries 
to show is that somehow the budget mysteriously in¬ 
creased by $6 million in one year. Like we’re rolling in 
cash, but it’s a secret. 

We wish it were true, but it isn’t. If you compare 
apples to apples for the years shown on tHis griiph, there 
has always been a General Fund of about $4 million (our 
“cash”). Thwe has also always been about $5 or $6 mil¬ 
lion in Restricted Funds of various sorts. They were 
there before 1993, too. The graph is like looking at your 
checking account for one year, and then looking at your 
checking account PLUS your CD’s, your retirement fund 
and your kid’s scholarship for the next year, and won¬ 
dering why there is a difference. 

The audited financial statements actually show that 
over the last few years everything has stayed about even,

except that we lost a significant amount of state 
and replaced it with the Utility Tax. The bottom line 
didn’t change. No mystery, no conspiracy. If we lose 
the Utility Tax, it’s like your taking a 15 percent cut in 
salary. 

Third, another ridiculous idea that’s out there is that 
the Council should be punished for bad behavior, and 
that voting against “their” Utility Tax is the way to do 
it. That would really be shooting ourselves in the foot. 
The Council has been very responsible in this Utility Tax 
issue, and deserves to be supported on it If you have a 
problem with something else they’re doing (or one of 
them is doing), it’s your duty as a citizen to go raise hell 
witfi them about that issue at a Council meeting. How 
else are they going to know? They won’t, if all you do 
is think that you’re going to “get even.” 

The Sierra Madre Residents Supporting the Utility 
Tax has been presenting accurate and responsible infor¬ 
mation regarding the City’s finances and the need to 
continue this tax. This group includes a number of 
people who are very skilled in municipal finance, and 
who were instrumental in working through our financial 
difficulties three years ago.

The first condition for carrying out God’s will in our 
regard—the sanctification of our soul—is to believe we 
can do it.

It is not man who goes to God 
first, but God who comes to man, and as a beggar in 
this matter. It is not we who woo our blessed Lord, but 
He is the Lover who woos us. He takes it as a wonder¬ 
ful condescension on our part if we love Him, He can¬ 
not help loving us: “Can a mother forget her child, so 
as not to have pity on the son of her womb? And if she 
should forget, yet I will not forget thee. Behold, I have 
graven thee in My hands.” (Isaiah xlix 15, 16) 

2. We sometimes think past sins, near or far, must 
make it hopeless for us ever to attain to perfection. It 
is quite the contrary—we are forgiven in such a way 
tlKit they no longer raise any obstacles between us and- - 
God. It is quite false to think that God bears us a grudge 
on account of the past. 

3. God has a personal and special love for us, against 
which no argument can stand. God realizes our weak¬ 
nesses more than we do ourselves, pities us, and gives 
us any amount of time to correct our faults. If we go 
back in the history of our lives, and should we make a 
chart of God’s mercies, we would see at what pains He 
has been about us. 

Think of God in goodness. Have a good opinion of 
God. God loves us to think well of Him, to trust Him, 
to think lovingly of Him. Do not think God does not 
forgive easily. The more intimate a human friendship 
the less nervous one is of a chance word offending one’s 
friend. Friends are not lost for ever by some little word 
or act displeasing them. Above all, remember that in 
darkness, gloom, defection, or depression God does not 
dwell. Do not even make acts of sorrow, if that de¬ 
presses; make acts of hope and love. Depression never 
comes from God; neither does any thought which 
makes His service difficult. Have always the highest 
opinion of our Lord, (from Confidence in God by Rev.

State Department 
Condemns Death 
Sentence Against Baha’i 

The State Department has strongly condemned Iran’s 
conviction of a Baha’i for apostasy and called on the 
Iranian Government to repudiate the death sentence re¬ 
cently imposed on Mr. Musa Talibi. In a special state¬ 
ment issued at yesterday’s press briefing. State Depart¬ 
ment Spokesman Nicholas Bums urged Iran to release 
all other Baha’is and other religious minorities in Iran. 

Four Iranian Baha’is currently face death sentences 
on account of their religious beliefs. On February 15, 
the State Department has issued a strong appeal in the 
case of Mr. Zabihullah Mahrami, who had also been 
sentenced to death for apostasy. Following the U.S. 
appeal and actions by U.N. officials and representatives 
of other governments, Iran’s Supreme Court referred the 
Mahrami case to a civil court for re-trial. Two other 
Baha’is who have been imprisoned since 1989 have also 
appealed death sentences based on their religious beliefs. 

U.S. Baha’i spokesman Firuz Kazemzadeh noted that 
Christians and other converts from Islam could be in dan¬ 
ger of prosecution if the apostasy verdicts are upheld.

erra Madre Boulevard. 
Bill Sullivan’s request for 
constructing a two story 
building on the property 
had already been passed 
by the Planning Commis¬ 
sion in an unanimous deci¬ 
sion. The request for the 
Conditional Use Permit for 
a drive through window 
had failed to pass earlier. 
Sullivan however wished 
that the variance be rein¬ 
stated. The two story 
building which will hold 
office space on the second 
floor and a restaurant on 
the first, will have to be 
altered in the rear where 
original plans were to have 
the drive through window. 
According to Sullivan, the 
reconfiguring will open up 
two to three parking 
spaces for the building. 

An ordinance carrying 
the ban on Saturday Night 
Specials hand guns was 
read and adopted for the 
first time only at the meet¬ 
ing. Los Angeles County 
was the first to carry the 
ban and several other cities 
soon followed including 
West Hollywood, 
Inglewood and Compton. 
Police Chief Joe Surgent 
gave a report on the Satur¬ 
day Night Specials. 
‘These are junk....they’re 
inaccurate and unreliable,” 
said Surgent during his 
presentation. He testified 
that the guns usually retail 
under 100 dollars but are 
poor in accuracy. 

A lawsuit is currently in 
the motion stage which 
will be set against the city 
of West Hollywood re¬ 
pealing the ordinance. The 
California Rifle and Pistol 
Association feels that 
West Hollywood can not 
put a ban on the Saturday 
Night Specials since Cali¬ 
fornia has preempted au¬ 
thority. It is possible that 
Sierra Madre could be 
pulled into the suit. 

Susan Shawn, a repre¬ 
sentative to the group 
Women Against Gun Vio¬ 
lence stated that as of Oc¬ 
tober 22, approximately 20 
cities in two counties state¬ 
wide have adopted the ban. 
“They [cities] have the 
same interest of their com¬ 
munities at heart as has 
been apparent tonight, and 
that is the preservation of 
the quality of your life,“ 
said Shawn. 

The decision was 
unanimous. Councilman 
James Hester who brought 
the ordinance to the coun¬ 
cil spoke on preserving the 
safety in the community, 
“We have to start taking 
steps and this will be our 
first step.” 

The next regular City 
Council meeting will be 
held on November 5 in 
City Hall at 6:30 p.m.
